DETAILED ACTION 

1. Current status of claims: claims 1-18, 20 and 21 are pending, claims 4, 8, 12, 15, 17 and 
18 are withdrawn as being drawn to nonelected species. The election of species A made in the 
response filed 6/23/03 is still valid. 

Election/Restrictions
